At the time tte armistice was sign- 
ed there were billions of dollars worth 
of material for the army under con- 
tract; It was possible to stop produc- 
tion on the major portions of these 
supplies, an4 it was necessary, foi 
economic reasotos, to allow ipreat 
quaihlil** to o*™* '"t" market 
tKroti^h the midlBm 9f the Wai- De- 
partment. tJier* were sbready 
serve supplies for six months In th« 
army's hands. 'More than half cl 
these' were overseas. To this great 
Quantity, filling most of the availabk 
storage space, was aided the great 
volume of future contract material 
that came into production bffore the 
breaks could be clamped down on the 
system of snpply. ^ 

Immediately on J,he si^'ninp of the 
armistice, which came .almost as an 
overnight surprise to most of , the 
world, the gates of outlet at the va- 
rious embarkation and shipping 
paints were closed fast. Large num 
bers of men abd great quantities of 
supplies began to return. Genera) 
Goethals, who was at the head of 
the quartermaster or purchase and 
storage department of the army 
realizing that the army camps and 
storage facilitiies would soon be 
crowded to capacity, went to Con- 
gress and asked for an appropriation 
for new storage and warehouse fa- 
cilities. 

Ih its filibuster to force the pres- 
ident to call a special session of con- 
gress the Repu\}lican wing of the last 
congress made it impossible for the 
War Departmeifi^ to obUin fnn<lts suf-* 
ficient 'to protect the vast supplfte 
held by the army. When the new 
congress \yas called, the Republicans 
in an effort to make political capital 
of their short4iighted economy meas 
ures, forced the purchase and storage 
branch of the army to contend itself 
with just half the appropriation 
needed for the protection of sopiilief 
valued at billions of dollars. 

Making the best of the situation 
the War Department immediately set 
about the work of protecting as much 
of the property on its hands as possi- 
by by housing it in the available stor- 
age space. Many millions of dollars 
worth of supplies, including auto- 
mobiles and trucks, munitions and 
materials and equipment and the like 
bulky in character by as valuable m 
they were bulky, had to be parked in 
in open lots, and- as far as possible 
soaked in grease and other materials 
to protect them from rust and gener- 
eral deterioration. To add to the 
embarrassment of the government's 
effort to protect its own material un- 
til it could be properly disposed of, 
Congress in this apropriation for the' 
present fiscal year, stipulated that no 
new sites should be purchased or 
built upon. This provision compelled 
the army to park such bulky material 
in the opening, because the apijropri- 
ation granted was' not sufTicient to 
permit the building of shelters for 
the materials. 

In the cases of the motor -fehicles 
and their equipment this lack of 
funds was particularly embarrassing. 
About 36,000 automobiles and motor 
trucks were declared surphu by the 
army. Under the provisions of an- 
other act of Congress these had to 
be held until arrangements could be 
made for their disposal. Thousands 
of these cars have been received from 
factories in recent months under con 
tract which could not he cancelled 
at once, have been left tit their orig- 
inal cratings, which are no protec- 
tion for them. They have to be left 
with the acres and acres of other 
trucks on hand in the open where 
they are subject to the nut, and 
damage resulting from their exposure 
to the weaifher. 

Particular complaint has been made 
against the policy 0^ the War Depart- 
ment in allowing these trucks and 
automobiles to remain exposed, but 
the hands of the department have 
been practically tied. No single con- 
cern in the world has ever had in 
stock the vast quantities of supplies 
hc'H by the army since the signing 



of petty harrassing on top of a pite-

^ot Q.nly was there waste because 
o< destruction resulting from the fail 
ure of Congress to aplpropriate a few 
extra millions to save billidhs, but 
in the case of the motor vehicles 
there has actually arisen a conflict oi 
Congressional action that has caused 
a delay in getting these ,cars intc 
hands that could take care of them 
Early in February the Secrfta;> 
of War directed that surplus equip 
ment be placed on the iharket. Then 
came the act of Congress authorizing 
and directing the allocation, on re 
quisition, of motor vehicles to tiit 
Postoffice Deputmeat- ior m|iU ser 
vice, the Public Health Service for 
hospital use and the Department of 
Agricttlturie for {illotment to the va- 
vious states -ior road work. Approx- 
imately 19,999 Qf the 36,000 motoi 
vehicles on hand had been allotted 
to the various states ands were beinp 
shipped as rapidly as state officers 
were prepared to receive them. 
Then came an act of Congress pro- 
hibiting this form of allotment and 
in the sundry civil bill approved in 
July , the Department was directed to 
seir its 'supplies in the open market 
These motor vehicles are now be- 
ing prepared for sale. As soon as an 
inventory of whai the goverment has 
to sell in this line em be made ready: 
money-saving and money-earning 
routine in any sanely conducted bus- 
iness, they will be placed on the mar- 
ket. MeanViibile.'they have been rust- 
ing all these 'tiionths for lack of funds 
to protect them. With millions • of 
dollars' worth of other government 
supplies, in spite of the beseechings 
and advice of st^ch s capable execu- 
tive as Ceneral Goethals, they have 
been left to deterioration because a 
short-sighted Congress apparently if 
trying to make political capital of 
what it is calling a system of eco- 
nomy.

Washington. D. C, Sept. 12.— The 
Federal Board for Vocational Edu- 
atioii, in charge of retraining the vo- 
cationality disat)led soldiers and get-' 
ting him ifew jbba and trades, has 
received from more than 3,600 men 
who originally applied for re-educa- 
tion reports stating that they have 
found employment. In addition the 
board has found positions for ap- 
proximately 1,200 men who were ap^ 
plicants for its aervices. About 40 
men, who have been oceupationally 
retained by the board since leaving 
the army, have been placed in posi^ 
tioaa through ita efforts or have 
ioond jobs for themaelves. 

Of the 3,600 who placed them- 
selves many were i not grajjtwl re- 
training under the law as it then was 
construed, but the board nevertheless 
Butde an effort to obtida wotk for 
e*er./ man who applied. These nwn 
have now found work for themselves 
a creat many of them on leads and 
sttggeations as well as leeommmda- 
tiona given them by ageatt of the 
boaad. The 1,200 men placed by th* 
board through its allied agencies were 
largely thpM to whom the advantage: 
of the re-education law caald not bv 
exteaied. 

It is calculated there wiB be h to 
tal of between forty fcnd fifty thou.- 
and soldiers Who may be eUgible foi 
re-education by the board. Many ol 
the worst cases among these are still 
in the army hospitals. More than 
fifteen thousand of these cases have 
been ssrveyed and approved and are 
either now in'sdUjol or will be sent 
to professional, academic, scientific 
and mechanical schools with the open 
ing of the fall terms. An additiona 
15,000 men probabljt will be ready 
to recme schooling before Novombei 
More than 120 men have already 
been retrained oceupationally. Of 
these about 40 wish to take up fur- 
ther courses. • '

Com, however, has made an* 
provement m August and the general 
conditio^ shows at 85 per cent, which 
it better than last' month's report in- 
dicated. Com yield per acre as es- 
timated under present conditions will 
be 23 bushels as a State average; 
which would .g|ve something over 
77,000,000 bushels production frmn 
the State this year. By sections the 
average yield runs from 16 to 32 
bushels, according to the locality 
which has had the most seasonable 
weather conditions. 

Condition of burley tobacco is ;riv- 
en at 70 per cent, which is not so 
good as liast month's report, and dark 
tobacco is given at 77 per cent. The 
tobacco crop is very uneven and the 
outlook is discouraging. Much to- 
bacco is being cut early, owing tc 
the extrme dry conditions prevailing 

Less th^n 32 per cent acreage of 
hemp is given, while condition is 78 
per cent. This will mean an ex- 
ceptionally small output. 

Cow peas acreage is 76 per cent of 
tlu' normal crop and condition is 79 
per cent. Rc&sons given for so small 
an acreage are the exti;6me dry 
weather and high cdst of ieed. 

Soy beahs bcfeage is 84 per cenl 
and condition 81. 

Gai^den conditions are,. fX(;eptional 
ly iow, the same being 69 per cent 

Potato condition is given at 69 
per cent, and sweet potatoes at 80 
per cent. % 

The fruit crop is short, Apple con- 
dition is given at 62 per cent,, grapes 
at 66 per cent of the normal crop 
and melons at 72 per cent. 

Buckwheat acreage is reported a:" 
50 per, cent short. The July seeding 
is much better than the AvgUBt seed 
ing to date. 

Alfalfa condition is {given at 74 
per cent, while the yield of the ihird 
cutting is estimated as a State aver 
age at slightly over one ton per acre 

Pastures are burnt up in many lo 
calities, and are ^ven as 73 per cent 
as a wholiB. .
